That night Russians slept on their arms 
in the trenches. They occupied a line 
16 miles long. The next morning, July 
26, the fog cleared away at 6 o'clock, 
and the Japanese then began to fire all 
along the line. This fire was kept up 
until dark, 

‘The Japanese marksmanship was most 
accurate, showing that they had derived 
benefit from thé practice of the preced- 
ing day. Their heaviest fire was direct- 
ed against the batteries, which included 
the 12-inch naval guns commanded by 
Prince Tscheldze and Captain Skryd- 
loff. A perfect shower of shells hit the 
earthworks or went screeching into the 
valley behind, doing considerable dam- 
age to the artillerymen. 

Terrific Cannonading Borne. 

The hottest fighting began at daybreak 
of July 27. The battle commenced under 
the rays of a scorching sun. The Rus- 
sian right wing was commanded by 
Major General Kondratenko, who was 
compelled to undergo the brunt of the 
terrific cannonading. To thig fleree fire 
the Russians replied with deliberation. 
The naval battery was again made the 
target for the heaviest fire; it was evi- 
dent that the Japanese were trying to 
silence the most dangerous Russian post- 
tion. A perfect shower of shrapnel was 
thrown into the valley behind the Rus- 
sian batteries, when Major Gereral Kon- | 
dratenko remarked that the Japanese |

SENATE HOLDS 
BRIEF SESSION 


Appropriations Committee 
Reduces Common School 
Fund $200,000. 


Yesterday witnessed the shortest ses- 
sion held by the senate in weeks: It 
lasted just thirty-five minutes, in which 
time four local bills were passed. 

During the entire session and for some 
time after the adjournment the senate 
appropriations committee was in the 
secretary's room wrestling with the ques- 
tion of how great a direct appropriation 
should be made to the common schools 
of the. state. 

The senate was called to order at I0 
o’clock and at 10:35 o’clock took a recess 
until I! o’clock. The appropriations com- 
mittee did not finish its work by the 
last named time, however, and the sen- 
ate was called to order, passed a resolu- 
tion by Senator Hudson providing for the 
payment of the mileage and per diem of 
the late Senator Roberts to his widow, 
and adjourned until 10 o’clock Monday 
morning. 

In the meantime an attempt was being 
made to reduce the $1,000,000 appropria- 
tion to the common schools to between 
$700,000 and $750,000 on the ground that 
with the increase in the returns from

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the school fund would be, even with 
such reduced._direct appropriation, much 
greater than in any past year. 

The attempt to make such a great re- 
duction failed, however, and the commit- 
tee decided to make the direct appropria- 
tion even $800,000, which, it is calcu- 
lated, will make the total common schoo] 
fund in the neighborhood of $1,700,000, 
but will leave a deficit in the state treas- 
ury for the year 1905 of nearly $100,000.

The only other important change made 
by the committee in the general appre 
priation bill was to increase the appro- 
priation for the state board of health 
from $3,000, as fixed by the house, to

mendation that it ‘do pass’ and it will 
be at that time taken up as a prear- 
ranged special order.

Of course it ts important that our 
milk supply should be pure and the dairy 
furnishing impure materia] should be 
held accountable, but it is not just to 
the public nor to the milkman that the 
jatter should be the only food sellers held 
amenable while otherg selling a much 
gréater amount of other adulterated food 
are entirely free to carry on their nefari- 
ous practice without let or hindrance. 
There are, among others,. two reasons 
why the outery fs always against nalk- 
men. In the first place, it is a very sim- 
ple matter to detect adulteration in milk, 
and in the second place the dealer is 
usually of smal] means and unabie to 
defend himself go well as the large man- 
ufacturer of adulterated food. The city 
or state should surely be strong enough 
to punish fraud, whether committed by 
the rich or the poor. 

With regard to dirt in milk, it should 
certainly not be allowed, but the presence 
of dirt is not necessarily prejudicial to 
health. As a matter of fact, the citizens 
of Atlanta will drink more dirt with their 
badly filtered water than with the dirtiest 
milk on the market. Perfectly clear milk 
without any sediment whatever may be 
much more dangerous than milk con- 
taining dirt. The pathogenic bacteria are 
no more visible to the naked eye than are 
the non-pathogenic and neither wilt look 
like sediment. The popular idea seems 
to be that all bacteria are dreadful or- 
ganisms to be shunned as a plague. This 
ig no doubt true of some few, but the 
vast majority of bacteria are, so far as 
we know, harmless, er even beneficia] to 
mankind. Dirt in milk is filthy and re- 
pulsive to any one of refined habits, but 
its being necessarily a source of disease 
has not been demonstrated ag a fact. 

The inspection of milk is done at the 
wrong end. The dairies should be thor- 
oughly inspected by competent officials 
who will see that perfect cleanliness of 
cows, stables and mflk vessels are main- 
tained by the milkman. No dirt nor filth 
should ever come in contact with the 
milk, otherwise its subsequent removal 
makes Mttle difference so far as its purity 
is concerned. 

But milk is not our only food. There is 
hardly a food stuff on the market today 
which is not somettmes, even frequently, 
adulterated. No attempt has been made 
to check this adulteration in this city. A 
few years ago the writer published an 
article on the adulteration qf wheat flour 
with finely ground corn meal. Cuts made 
from microscopic studies of various sam- 
ples illustrated the subject matter.

Sptces, honey, vinegars, canned 
fruits and vegetables and even Decatur 
street whiskies are al] subject to frequent 
adulteration. Where no attempt is made 
to enforce pure-food laws there ig the 
dumping ground of the most inferior 
products. 

In conclusion, it is well to consider the 
proper branch of the state government, 
whose duty it should be to enforce the 
laws regulating the sale of foods and 
drinks. There is but one logical con- 
clusion with regard to this. The state 
board of health should have this matter 
under its jurisdiction. There ts such a 
close connection between chemistry and 
bacteriology in food investigation, that 
they should proceed hand in hand in 
eradicating the evil of adulteration.

New York, August 6.—(Special.)—The 
government monthly cotton report giving 
an increase in condition of 3.6 per cent, 
with a showing on July 25 of 91.6 per cent 
aa eompared with an average of 84.3 for 
the last ten years, was easily the most 
important news development of the week 
In the financial world. It did much to 
put new life into Wall street and the 
stock market. Jt is true the stock: mar- 
ket bas shown a disposition to rest af. 
ter the sharp rise of last month, but on 
every hand there are signs that if the 
corn crop shows up as well as cotton we 
may jook for a substantial advance in 
gecurities at no distant date. This may 
be slow and unlike previous spurts in 
the market, but if spread out over a 
gonsiderable time the improvement ts like- 
ly to last all the longer. 

Good authorities see no reason why 
the stock market should not start up the 
Jatter part of tiis month and be con- 
tinued by easy stages for several weeks, 
perhaps pausing on the eve of election. 
Then it may be resumed and continued 
yntil the end of the year. All this de- 
pends on several good-sized “ifs.” It pre- 
gsumes iat we shall have large cotton and 
corn crops. They will not be assured for 
gome time yet. In the past people have 
been able by the last week in August 
to get a pretty good idea of corn while 
early in September the cotton harvest 
can be pretty well predicted. 

Assuming that cotton and corn will not 
be disappointing, as wheat has to a mod- 
erate extent, it is possible to form some 
conception as to what are likely to be 
fhe stock market leaders. They will be 
the Southern and Southwestern railroad 
issues, rather than those of lines lying to 
the northward. Southern Railway, Louis- 
ville, Illinois Central, Texas Pacific, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas, St. Louis South- 
western, Atchison and Southern Pacific 
will come in for a good deal of attention. 
Some of the large corn carrying roads 
will also receive a good deal of attention, 
Missouri Pacific falling in this category. 
Rock Island interests can be counted on 
to take hold of their issues. So far as 
northern and eastern railroad stocks can 
benefit sentimentally they will be taken 
up in turn. General trade will be helped 
in many parts of the country, just as it 
always has as a result of liberal expendi- 
ture of new capital where the greatest 
increase in wealth occurs. New indus- 
tries are started, calling for the manu- 
facture of many kinds of supplies, which 
must be carried by the railroads. Mani- 
festly, the steel and iran business. will 
take on new life. Nowhere will this be 
more manifest than in the south, which 
bids fair to lead in any revival of pros- 
perity, All this sounds optimistic, but 
it is the view taken by far-sighted finan- 
clers. 

There are many persons figuring out 
what all this means in the matter of 
dividends. Exact information about the 
future is not often obtainable, particular- 
ly where it pertains to wealth taken out 
of the ground, until results are close at 
hand. It is fortunate that the railroads 
of the country have got down onto a more 
economical basis and are prepared to reap 
the Benefits of increased traffic to the 
fullest extent. A year of enlarged busi- 
ness will go far to help them out of 
their enormous floating debts. They will 
be able, to a large extent, to refund their 
“temporary notes” by the sale of new 
bonds. The public will be in a better 
mood to buy the latter than it has been 
for two years if net earnings show an 
expanding tendency. This is really the 
most importenf feature of the financial 
situation. Six months ago there was 
positive anxiety among railroad officials 
as to how they would meet this trying 
issue. Nature seems likely to do it for 
them.

Situation in Russia. 


In view of the intense interest which 


that he 


is now takan in anything which bears on 


the Russ-Japahese war and tends to 
throw light on the possible. outcome of 
that struggle and the plans of the two 
belligerents, the statements of a well- 
known man whe has recently returned 
from Russia are very interesting. For 
obvious reasons his name cannot be 
mentioned. His associations while tn 
the land of the czar were such that what 
ae carries conviction with it. He 
“The czar had far less to do with the 
conduct of the war, so far as I could 
learn, than anySody outside of Russia 
supposes. A small group of men—an 
oligarchy, {f you will—appears to be run- 
ning the war on the Russian eide and I 
was led to believe that the agar learned 
no more about the real facts than the 
heads of the government wanted him to 
know. They seemed to be keeping much 
important information from him. He is 


@ Bort of demigod who is worshipped by 


the people and who stands apart from 
everybody else. He does not associate 
with the people, as Kaiser Wilhelm, for 
example, does. He never seems to have 
any social gatherings with anybody out- 
side of his family—not even with his 
leading ministers. They visit him on 
official business, make their reports, and 
are gone. In a word, the czar seemed 
to be completely out of touch, if what I 
was told is true. 

“Is there a power behind the throne 
which really dictates the war policy as 
it sees fit? The czar might order certain 
things done, but it’ seems to rest with 
his ministers—or to be more precise, with 
the clique that is in power—as to whether 
his desires or their own are executed. 
This, of course, sound extraordinary, but 
if true, it accounts for mucb in the con- 
duct of the war with Japan. There are 


particular reasons why the czar should be 


influenced by his ministers in such a 
country as Russia. It is sufficient to 
mention one of them. The dangers which 
beset a monerch in a country where an- 
archy may break out and place him con- 
tinually on the qui vive to avoid trou- 
ble, Those around him may warn him of 
plots. As he must believe somebody it 
is vital that he should trust his ad- 
visors. This fact gives them a hold on 
him. 

“As for the length of the war, I found 
there is an impression that it may run 
On indefinitely in the belief that when 
Japan has used up her resources and 
reached the end of her borrowing power 
Russia will be able to drive the Japs out 
of Korea and into the sea without any 
difficulty, through sheer force of num- 
bers. The pride of the Russians will 
probably ke@p them from giving in in 
case of a signal defeat of her armies. 
But Russia will go on and eventually tire 
out her rival. It is a mistake to say 
that all Ruassia’s best regiments have 
gone to the front. The leading St. Pe- 
tersburg and Moscow regiments are still 
at hame, so are many in other cities, 
where they are needed. The bulk of the 
army in M&anchuria, I was told, consists 
of those from the country. 

“TR «~ttitude of many Russians to- 
ward Americans and Englishmen is the 
reverse of cordid], if what I was told is 
true. The Russians think we and the 
English have taken sidca with Japan and 
that our sympathies lie in that direction. 
Their offense at this is refiected in va- 
rious ways. Why, even the cab drivers 
don’t want to carry any Americans or 
Englishmen, I heard of their refusing to 
do so in certain cases. An appeal to the 
police by the men who could not engage a 
cab did no good. This sounds like exag- 
geration, but it shows the state of teel- 
ing prevailing in Russia. Americans and 


‘Englishmen receive few invitations any 


more to sociaj functions given by Rus- 
sians, if what I was told is true, There 
must, of course, be exceptions to the 
rule,”’

New York, August 6—The New York

York associated banks last ‘week was 
somewhat disappointing in that it failed 
to reflect the gain in cash which was 
estimated upon the basia of the tracea- 
ble movements of. money during the 
week, the discrepancy between 


timated being $2,611,500. This differ- 
ence may be in great part accounted 
for, however, by the fact that the banks 
lost. an average of two and one-fourth 
millions by the payment through them to 
the subtreasury o# Friday of the pre- 
vious week of $2,800,000, fie amount 
of the Central ‘Pacific note, and they 
also lost one and one-half millions. which 
was withdrawn on Friday of last week 
for shipment to Cuba on Saturday. The 
net gain of cash reported by the state- 
ment was $131,200, specie increasing 
$1,985,300 and legal tenders decreasing 
$1,854, 100. Reposits fel] offf $752,200, 
causing a reduction of $188,050 in the 
required reserye. Adding this sum to 
the net gain in cash. as above, made 
an increase of $319,250 in surplus re- 
Serve to $56,308,850. Computed upon 
the basis of deposits less those of $23,- 
270,100 public funds, the surplus is $62,- 
161,375. Foans were contracted'of $].- 
861,200, probably reflecting the cancel- 
lation of those against the proceeds of 
Cuban bonds and also the small volume 
of commission house borrowing during 
the week. The statement of next week 
will most likely show a net gain in. cash 
resulting from th@ transfer hither from 
San Franscisco of about $4,000,000, of 
which $3,000,000 will be Japanese and 
the rémainder Australian gold—léss $2,- 
§00,000—which will be shipped on Tues- 
day to London. The daily averago of 
banki clearings during the week was 
$170,000,000. or. $6.000.000 less than in 
the previous week, freflecting the de- 
creased business on the stock exchange.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 6.—Increasing atten- 
tion has been given in the stock market 
this week to the condition and prospect 
of the crops, The conflicting influences 
from that source has caused a tone of 
hesitation in the stock market and a 
decrease in the activity of the trading. 
But the week's movement has been on 
the whole toward higher prices. With 


for a large and profitable cotton crop, 
and with reports in currency pointing to 
something like a disaster to the year's 
wheat crop, the divided sentiment in the 
stock market is explained. The consid- 
eration of the cotton crop was prompted 
by the publication of the government's 
estimate of a condition on July 25 of 
91.6 per cent of an estimated acreage of 
$2,000,000, The sharp rise in condition 
during July is contrary to the usual] pre- 
cedent. Although the critical period for 
the crop is yet to come, the favorable 
progress thus far and the absence of se- 
+ious hurtful factors in the weather con- 


The 
small effect produced in the price of 
cotton is to be attributed, without doubt 
in large part, to the large outstanding 
short interest waiting to cover in antici- 
pation of current developments. But con- 
fidence is felt also that the holding of 
tho price is due to the good prospects 
of a favorable market for the staple, 
even with the abundant supply. in pros- 
pect. It is generally believed that stocks 
of cotton the world over are at a low 
stage, owing to the long sustained high 
price and the resultant policy of hand- 
to-mouth buying which has been followed 
by consumers. It is natural that the 
stocks of companies whose business is 
connected with the cotton traffic should 
have heen conspicuously strong in the 
world’s trading.

The most striking thing in the Palace of 
Agriculture is neither the palace built of 
ears of corn in the Missouri exhibit, 
nor the block of chocolate representing 
the amount turned out in one day in the 
Menier establishment, France—the block 
valued at $!142,000—<still these are striking 
enough. 

But the wonderful feature is the but- 
ter statuary in the Nebraska, Missourt, 
Washington, South Dakota and California | 
exhibit.

Lillian Chetwynd in- 
herited her mother’s beauty and from 
the smart and rapid set in which she 
moved she acquired the notion that Cu- 
pid was played out and that the right 
and proper thing to do with a pretty face 
like thers was to marry wealth and ti- 
tle, independent _of other considerations, 
and make a brilliant match. That is 
what society called it when her engage- 
ment to the future marquis of Anglesey 
Was announced. On her side at least 
there was scant pretense of love about 
it. To her friends she frankly admitted 
that she regarded her fiance as some- 
what of a booby, but as he offered her 
the best chance of realizing her ambi- 
tion she considered that she would have 
been a fool not to have jumped at it.

Among women she chose as her bosom 
friend Frincess Hoenlohe, the daughter 
of Count Hatzfeldt, who is still known as 
“Baby Haitzfeld,”’ though there has long 
ceased to be anything infantile in her 
composition. Together she and 
marchioness have furnished society with 
many sensations.

fessed to be shocked because they went | 


to the various thealters of the gay capi- 
tal unattended and in full evening dress, 
a toilet that is there considered by no 
means comme il faut for such occasions.

Those who are superstitious about the 
Number thirteen will probably discover 
something ominous in the date of the 
marquis’ accession to his title and inher- 
itance—October 13.

Deducting 
what he settled on his wife, his income 
from his estate, which covered some 30,- 
060 a¢res, amounted to about $500,000 a 
year. it was a princely heritage, but it 
fell far short of being enough to gratify 
his mania for collecting costly jewelry, 
hic-nacks and raiment, producing superb- 
ly staged plays and pantomimes in his 
Own private theater, and indulging in 
various other expensive diversions. His 
annual expenditures averaged about $l,- 
000,000, so that in a little over five years 
he accumulated liabilities amounting to 
$2,720,000. The trustees, to whom he 
has assigned all his property for the ben- 
efit of his creditors, have figured it out 
that allowing him $10,000 a year mean- 
while, they will all be paid off by I9ii~ 
provided he lives, for on his death his 
interest in the estate ceases. So, wher- 
ever he goes the prayers of those to 
whom he owes money, that he may be 
spared until his debts are wiped out, ac- 
company him. Never before has his life 
been the object of so much pious solici- 
tude.

The medieval church 
believed and taught that the Ptolemaic 
astronomy wag founded on the Bible. 
Bruno was burnt for denying it, and 
Galileo narrowly escaped the same pen- 
alty by a timely recantation. In the two 
instances mentioned above science has 
corrected erroneous interpretations, of the 
scriptures. As Mr, Spurgeon suggests, 
the world book and the word bood should 
be read as two volumes by the same 
divine author. 

The latest demands on the church for 
modification of her theological teachings 
are made by evolution and the higher 
criticisms. Radical and extravagant 
theories and speculations on either sub- 
ject deserve no serious consideration, but 
every truth, or fact, that comes properly 
accredited must be acknowledged. As 
geology necessitated a revision of chro- 
nology, sO evolution demands a revision 
of the traditiona] view of creation. Evolu- 
tion is not necessarily atheistic. It is not 
a cause, but a mode of development. Mr. 
Spencer, its chief expounder, defines it 
as “a change from definite homogeneity 
to indefinite heterogeneity,”’ etc, Now, a 
chnge is an effect produced by some pre- 
ceding cause. Mr. Spencer, true to his 
agnosticism, declares that the first cause 
is unknowable. According to Mr. Spen- 
'cer’s confession, the God of the Bible 
may be the unknowable cause of his 
philosophy, and evolution may be His 
mode of working. The Athenian philoso- 
phers ignorantly worshiped an unknown 
God until Paul declared Him unto them. 
Evolution is now generally accepted as a 
fact by leading theologians as well as 
‘scientists. Its proofs are drawn from 
various sources, such as astronomy, g€0l- 
‘ogy, embryology. It is constantly re- 
|peated before our eyes in the ordinary 
| processes of nature. The oak develops 
‘from an acorn; the fowl from an egg; 
the anima] from an ovum.

in God, nor in an original creation, Nei- 
ther does it lessen one’s admiration of 
His wisdom and power as manifested in 
the grandeur and glory of His works. To 
the mind of the devout evolutionist “‘the 
heavens declare the glory of God, and 
the firmament soweth His handiwork.” 

The church cannot assume an attitude 
of indifference towards the modern criti- 
cism of the Bible. For a long time the 
Bible was held too sacred to be touched 
by the hand of the literary critic. To 
deal with it as with other books of an- 
cient literature would have been consid- 
ered sacrilegious. A fear to submit it to 
criticism is virtually a confession of 
doubt as to its ability to stand the test. 
John Stewart Mill, in his work on “Lib- 
erty,”’ says we hold fio truth securely 
until we know the number and strength 
of the arguments against it and know 
how to answer them. The Bible, ag the 
basis of Christianity, forms no excep- 
tion to this rule. The Book invites can- 
did criticism: ‘Prove all things; hold 
fast that which is good.”’ - 

It is but justice to gay that generally 
the critics handle the Book reverently 
although they handle it fearlessly. The 
results of their investigations have been 
surprising and apparently revolutionary. 
Some of their most jmportant conclusions 
are sustained by the best scholarship of 
the age, and their views have gained 
wide currency among the ministers a 
the intelligent laymen of all the churches, 
In many respects, our traditional beliefs 
Ihave been rudely shaken, if not effectu- 
ally overthrown, by these learned critics, 
but nothing essential or substantial has 
been taken away from us. These schol- 
arly men are investigating questions 
mainly of authorship, dates, methods of 
composition, literary characteristics and 
moral purposes of the several books of 
the Bible. We should not hesitate to 
receive gratefully any reliable informa- 
tion which they furnish ys on these ques- 
tions. If there be poetical, legendary, 
and mythical elements, which we have 
long been accustomed to regard as prose, 
as history, and as miracle; if there be 
errors of science or history; if there be 
interpolations, inconstistencles and con-

in hell they weaken their cause by un- 
derstanding or even quite overlooking the 
| fact of the severity of God as manifested 
‘in what we know from experience of his 
| moral government.”’ 

The ‘new hell” of the orthodox as 
designated by the editor and depicted by 
| Professor Knight is apparent. We, too, 
alas, are familiar with that kind of 
| ‘‘preachment” also; there ig an abundance 
| of it all around. Love, love, love ever- 
| lasting, irreversible and resistless love, is 
| the Supreme element in the divine char- 
| acter according to a deal of modern 
| preaching. Holiness takes a secondary 
place, notwithstanding the lesson taught 
ug by the ascription of the angels. Be- 
cause of this supposed everlasting, irre- 
versible and resistless love God will keep 
atit. He makes one failure in this world, 
but He will try again in the next world, 
}and again and again—probation after 
| probation—until He gets them all in, or 
ds obliged to give up a few incorrigible 
| ones in despair. But that ig not all of the 
“new hell’ that one can hear about in 
| Boston in “‘orthodox pulpits.” Hell is 
only a condition—a state of mind. Quot- 
ing from Dr. Dale, ‘‘the eminent Engiish 
congregationalist,’’ the editor says, “the 
supreme penalty of sin is the loss of our 
Original and ideal relation to God.” Then 
again, there is no infliction-in hell—sin 
merely punishes itself. There is merely a 
relation of cause and effect, nothing 
more, and this, too, in the face of such 
events as the flood and the fire from 
heaven on Sodom. 

We are quite prepared now for the sar- 
castic utterance of Professor Knight and 
| the editor of The Transcript. Again [| 
| quote: “The consequence of not a little 
|of liberal orthodox preaching with re- 
'spect to those who have transgressed in 
| this life, Professor Knight thinks, has 


the sinner; thus, if it be held as it was

Is not this a startling disclosure? Uni- 
versalism and orthodoxy changing places! 
The orthodox wandering from their way 
until they out-liberalize the liberals and 
are being rebuked by the latter for their 
laxity and flaccidity. Is it any wonder 
| that the doctrine of divine retribution is 
ceasing to be operative as a restraining 
force, ang that there is such general 
complaint of increasing lawlessness in 
the land? As the editor again remarks: 
' “It igs one thing to hope for or be sure of 
ultimate salvation for all men, and quite 
another to preach a soft-gospel calculal- 
ed to make men jndifferent to sin here 
and now.” : 

The Transcript concludes with the men- 
_tion of what Lowell said in a letter to 
Leslie Stephens. A Universalist who 
did not believe in future punishmeil 
changed his mind during the war, and 
gave as a reason that from what he 
| saw in camp and on the battle field, ‘‘Hell 
Was a military nevessity.” It is not a 
minister now who is saying anything 
like that, but an old Boston editor, a 
'man noted for his erudition, his ecumen 
and his hard horse sense. His opinions 
| are negotiable here about. 

Taken altogether and taken with what 
another, a prominent Unitarian minister, 
asked in a public address not long agu, 
“Is conviction passing?’’ referring to 
that same feebleness of doctrinal asser- 
tiveness, our own ministers ought to see 
in it a mighty call to preach the old 
truth about sin and God's anger at sin. 
The land is suffering for lack of it. 


Is Doctrine Dead? 

“Doctrine is dead,” said a prominent 
minister to us at the late general as- 
sembly. The remark startled us at first, 


as it came from one of our most influen- 
tial men, widely known for his conserva- 
tism and orthodoxy. Like most strong, 
striking statements, it has a sense in 
which it is true and another sense in 
which it is not true. The remark was 
occasioned and confirmed by the result 
of the debate on Cumberland union in 
the general assembly. The opponents to 
that union based their arguments on doc-

scendants of .‘‘the Puritans, 
nots and the Hollanders”’ to be true to 
their birthright. Both the argument and 
appeal seemed to have little weight with 
the assembly, and it voted as though, 
like Gallio, it ‘cared for none of these 
things.’ This indicates the kind of doc- 
trine that is dead. The abstract meta- 
rhysical doctrines of theology have large- 
ly lost their interest for and power over 
the popular mind. Espectally have hair- 
splitting distinctions relating to the high 
mysteries of religion become unwelcome 
and distasteful. No doubt such doctrines 
and distinctions have their place and use, 
bu’: jt is felt that their place and use is 
not in public speech and daily Hfe. They 
lie remote from human affairs and often 
beyond human ken in regions where 
ispequiation sees darkly. That such 
doctrine has lost its popularity is seen 
in the fact that it has largely retired 
from the pulpit where once it was the 
chief subject of discourse. The people 
are no longer expert in dissecting it, as 
they once were in Scotland, Doctrine has 
even shrunk in the theological seminary 
from being the largest chair to suborui- 
'Nate proportions, Hence, when one of 
| the ablest and smartest theologians in 
the Presbyterian church, a master of 
sfsemblies, appealed to tLe general .2s- 
| sembly to stand by certain theolgical 
| distinctions, he lost his case, and one of 
the ablest men of his own party said, 
“Doctrine ig dead.”’ 

Yet there is a broader and truer sense 
in which doctrine is not de#Z and never 
can die. Doctrine is simply that which 
is believed and taught, and necessarily 
urderlies all life. It is impossible to 
believe or do anything without having 
scme doctrine in our minds as the basis 
and motive of our belief and conduct. 
Agnosticism itself is a doctrine about 
God. We cannot even deny doctrine with- 
out having a doctrine to stand upon 
while we deny it. All our preaching is 
Coctrinal, even ‘that which declaims 
against doctrine. The wildest sensation- 
elist is preaching doctrine as certainly as 
the driest doctrinal preacher. This Is ar.

Obadiah and Eljyah. 

OR sheer courage Elijah is unsur- 

passed. Among the _ ever-living 

heroes he stands the peer of any for 
intrepidity. “Go! “And he went!"’ 1s 
the brief record, but how much must be 
read between the lines. He was com- 
manded to go into the teeth of a rag- 
ing lion. Ahab felt that the prestige of 
Elijah’s opposition. He had been humil- 
Aq peyunoos;p useq pey dyyssuyy Sty 
jated in the eyes of his subjects and 
neighboring monarchs. His wife, inflamed 
with religious zeal goaded him on tv 
revenge. Every circumsttance per- 
‘scnal, domestic, and national con- 
spired to make him the implacabie 
foe of the prophet who had brought this 
withering woe upon the nation. Under 
circumstances like these the peremptory 
command came: “Go, show thyself to 
Ahab!” Without remonstrance or hesita- 
tion, taking his very life in his hand, 
the préphet started. The annals of war, 
exploration, or rescue do no+ contain 
an instance which surpasses this in cool 
and dauntless courage. 

The abject terror of Obadiah at sight 
of Elijah presents a marked contrast to 
the fearlessness of the latter. Ahab’s 
lord high chamberlain is, ay the king's 
command, searching the drought-stricken 
land for the last bit of pasture for the 
royal horses and mules, when he meets 
the swarthy, sheepskin-clad prophet in 
the highway, After the salutations are 
exchanged, Elijah commands him: 
thy lord, ‘Behold, Elijah!’’’ Obadiah's 
answer not only reveals his apprehen- 


sion of personal harm, but also the .as- | 


siduity with which the king had sought 
the prophet in every kingdom and na- 
tion. 

Obadiah’s plea is pitiful. He deprecates 
the danger in which the prophet places 
him. If Elijah does not make good his 
promise to appear at court, then the 
king, in the rage of hjs disappointment, 
will kill Obadiah. He feels that he does 
not deserve such a crue] fate. He even 
recites the things which he has done 
which would indicate that he ought not 
to suffer so ignominiously.
